MODEST TULIP HAD 
‘THRILLING HISTORY 


Now Spring is i: Gon and Canadian. 
gardens are donning their daily col- 
oured dresses, it is timely to recall 
some of the exciting history of the 
modest tulip which became the storm 
centre of a financial crisis of Europe. 

It is recorded in an interesting art- 
jicle that the tulip was first brought 
into Europe. late in the sixteenth cen- 
tury from Constantinople by Coun- 
sellor Herwart of Augsburg, Bavaria. 
‘These beautiful ‘specimens quickly 
caught ‘the fancy of gardeners of 
Amsterdam, and from there interest 
spread to all the surrounding coun- 
tries. This was about the year 1600. 
As the demand increased prices rose. 
Every. person of wealth wished to 
have some rare tulips to display; it; 
‘became a badge of good form. Peoyle 
of modest means aspired to a tulip 
bed and finally the very.poor,. | By 
1634 what is known in history as ‘the 
“tulip - craze” was in full swing, and 
for three years it raged across Eur- 

ope. The best known varieties were 
listed at large sums; & single bulb of 
the Admiral “Liepkin sold for 4,400 
florins, the Admiral Van der Eyck 
sold for 1,260 florins, a Childer for 
1.615 florins, a Viceroy for 3,000 flor- 
ins, while the most precious of all, the 
Semper Augustus easily brought 5,- 
y00 riorins. — 
As competition amongst collectors 
and traders increased speculators 
joined in. Soon’ tulip prices were list- 
ed on the stock exchange and the

it “nobles, citizens, farmers, merch-

(Peterboro Examiner) 

Much is made by the Stratford 
Beacon Standard of the fact that the 
annual revenue from the Trent Canal 
is only about one-third of the yearly 
expenditure. 

“Business men are not the, 
class who sometimes spend money 
without making revenue,” says our 
Western Ontario contemporary, 
pointing out that for the last fiscal 
year the revenue of the Trent Water- 
way amounted to $97,447, while the 


a in the same period was 
$286,000. 


Is should not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that canals were not built in 
‘the hope that their operations would 
be profitable ‘to the Government; in 
fact some Canadian canals do ‘not 
produce a revenue at all. 

They were created as national un- 
derfakings that would cheapen trans- 
portation costs and thus react to the 
benefit of the whole people. 

The revenue received by Ottawa 
from the Trent may only be a third 
of what is expended upon it, but the 
revenue that is created in Canada by 
the thousands of tourists who are at- 
tracted each year by the charm of 
the waterway represents many times 

the total annual expenditure. 

And if there was no tourist rev- 
enue-at all the building of the Trent 
Canal would have been justified be- 
cause of ‘the water power developed 
in the process. 

These facts should be wider known, 
if they were, the completion of the 
waterway would be brought appreci- 
ably nearer.

General Hughes believes good 
books should be available to all in- 
mates; consequently the library at 
Collin’s Bay Farm offers the best in 
literature as also do the penitentiar- 
ies throughout the country. Inmates 
are given every freedom consist- 
ent with discipline and the safety of 
the community, more liberty being 
granted as they show themselves 
worthy of it. . 

The number of persons employed 
in the -development of the farm is 
nearly 200, and all work ig done by 
the inmates under the supervision of 
experienced trade instructors and 
farmers. Permanent buildings which 
will house 200 or 300 men are being 
erected and in the meantime the in- 
mates reside and have their meals in 


While strict discipline is. maintain- 


verse with one another throughout 
the day, and certain hours are fixed 
for smoking, entertainment and re- 
creation. A gramophone is provid- 
ed, concerts are held frequently and 
adequate provision is made for re- 
ligious exercises. Motion’ picture 
shows are given occasionally, both at 
Collin's Bay and in the penitentiary 
at Kingston. Adequate hospital ac- 
commodation is provided at all in- 
stitutions,and inmates have the priv- 
ilege of regular shower baths. 

Selection of the inmates who are 
to work on the Collin’s Bay Farm is 
in the hands of the Warden and high- 
er officials at Kingston penitentiary, 
the fundamental principle being that 
young or first offenders who were 
not committed for brutal or vicious 
crimes should be segregated from the 
hardened criminals. ‘ 

Part of General Hughes's philoso- 
phy is that: “No success may be 
looked for where idleness and inef- 
ficiency prevail. There may be a 
chance for reform where work is 
provided, but idleness breeds despair, 
discontent and engenders viciousness 
which cannot be cured by punish- 
ment or solitude. Without sufficient 
and proper work, much of what may 
be learned in a penitentiary is not 
that which will make for efficiency 
or morality outside.” 

More than half of the three thous- 
and inmates in Canadian penitentiar- 
ies are under 30 years , of age, and 
only one-fifth of them are over 40. 
The penitentiary officials, the Gov- 
ernment and the Parliament in Can- 
ada have been so favorably impress- 
ed with the experience gained last 
year in the Domirion’s first preferr- 
ed class penitentiary at Collin’s Bay 
that property has been purchased for 
a similar institution in connection 
with St. Vincent de Paul penitentiary 
in the Province of Quebec.

MALARIA IS USED 
TO FIGHT INSAMITY 


About five per cent. of patients in 
mental hospitals are afflicted with 
general paralysis of the insane. This 
disease, due to syphilis, until com- 
paratively recently, was considered 
incurable. 

Some years ago a Viennese doctor 
noticed that patients of this type 
often recovered from their mental. 
disorder after having had some’ 
physical illness, such as typhoid or 
pneumonia, which had caused high 
body temperatures over a- consider- 
able period of time. He got the idea 
that it mignt thus be possible to use 
one disease to fight another, and 
malaria was eventually found to be 
best suited for this purpose, since it 
is easily determined and rarely fatal.

It is found 
that women respond more readily to 
the treatment than men; about 
thirty per cent. of women recover, 
as against eighteen per cent. for men. 
These are the figures for apparent 
recoveries, but in addition a larger 
number are in greater or less degree 
improved. 

Since the discovery of the malaria 
treatment, experiments have been 
made with short-wave radio. The 
passages of radio waves through the 
body has an effect on body-temper- 
ature similar. to that of malaria, 
without being so hard on the system. 
It is yet too soon to make predic= 
tions, but there is reason to hope 
that before long general paralysis of 
the insane, happily mot ever very 
common, will take its place as a con- 
quered disease. 


TRANS-CANADA 
HIGHWAY ROUTE 


The much disputed question of 
location of the proposed trans-Can- 
ada highway through Ontario, will 
be decided on its merits. 

The Ontario Government through 
the Department of Lands and For- 
ests will undertake a complete sur- 
vey of the various alternative routes 
with a view of determining the cost 
of construction and value from set- 
tlement and tourist standpoints. 
This will entail at least three recon- 
naissance surveys, one to examine 
the proposed location West of Sault 
Ste.
